Every  printed  pamphlet  or  magazine,  which  contains  more  tha» 
twenty-four  pages  on  a  royal  sheet,  or  any  sheet  of  less  dimensions, 
shall  be  charged  by  the  sheet,  and  small  pamphlets,  printed  on  a  half 
or  quarter  sheet  of  royal  or  less  size,  shall  be  charged  with  half  the 
amount  of  postage  charged  on  a  full  sheet ;  and  there  shall  be  printed 
or  wriiten  on  one  of  the  outer  pages  of  all  pamphlets  and  magazines  to 
be  sent  by  mail,  the  number  of  sheets  they  contain  ;  and  if  such  number 
•hall  not  be  truly  stated,  double  postage  shall  be  charged.

PROHIBITION  OF  SMALL  NOTES. 

The  circulation  prohibited,  within  this  State,  of  bank  notes  of  less 
than  two  dollars  after  the  1st  September  1835;  three  dollars  after  the 
1st  March,  1836;  five  dollars  after  the  1st  September,  1836;  nor  of  any 
denomination  for  a  sum  between  five  and  ten  dollars. — (Passed  March 
31,  1835.) 

Penalty  five  times  the  nominal  value  of  the  bill  with  costs,  to  be  re- 
ceived for  the  benefit  of  any  person  prosecuting. 

Thirty  days  after  the  date  of  this  act  no  bank  shall  issue  any  bill  less 
than  two  dollars ;  after  the  1st  September,  1835,  shall  not  issue  any  bill 
under  three  dollars;  after  the  1st  March,  1836,  shall  not  issue  any  bill 
under  five  dollars,  never  to  issue  any  between  five  and  ten  dollars  under 
penalty  of  one  hundred  dollars. 

The  interest  for  discount  in  the  banks  in  this  city  is  fixed  at  6  per 
cent,  per  annum,  upon  notes  or  bills  not  having  more  than  60  days 
to  run.  Three  days  of  grace  are  allowed,  and  the  discount  taken  for 
the  same.  Upon  notes  or  bills  having  more  than  60  days  to  run,  7  per 
cent,  is  taken. 

Bills  or  notes  lodged  at  the  banks  for  collection,  will  be  noticed  for 
payment,  and  money  collected  free  of  expense.  In  case  of  non-pay- 
ment and  protest,  the  charge  of  protest  must  be  paid  by  the  person 
lodging  the  bill.

IMPORTANT  OBSERVATIONS  TO  THOSE  USING 
THIS  WORK. 

Throughout  this  Directory  the  christian  names,  of  those 
where  there  are  more  than  one  of  the  same  surname,  are 
alphabetically  arranged.  The  firms  are  always  placed  at 
the  last  of  those  of  the  same  name  :  when  females  are 
known  to  be  widows,  they  are  so  designated,  and  placed 
immediately  preceding  the  firms  in  correct  arrangement ; 
and  a  scrupulously  strict  alphabetical  arrangement  (care- 
fully conformable  to  the  proper  spelling  of  the  name)  is 
observed  throughout  the  work. 

The  vesidence  of  persons  in  Hudson-square  is  clearly 
designated  by  the  number  and  the  name  of  the  street 
fronting  that  square :  the  directions  are  plain,  intelligible, 
to  the  point,  and  such  as  they  ought  to  be.  The  nume- 
rically ramed  streets  are  particularized  thus:  No.  77  Six- 
teenth (street)  n.  Avenue  9th  ;  a  figure  being  always 
used  to  designate  the  name  of  the  Avenue,  but  figures  are 
not  used  to  designate  names  of  streets ;  and  the  printing 
is  always  thus — Avenue  B,  Avenue  C,  Avenue  Gth,  Ave- 
nue 3d  ;  but  it  never  is  3d  Avenue,  or  6th  Avenue.  These 
rules  are  strictly  observed  in  the  printing,  and  if  they  are 
regarded  by  those  using  the  work,  no  misapprehension 
can  result. 

In  searching  for  a  name,  the  inquirer  must  know  the 
proper  spelling :  a  person  seeking  for  Lawrance  will

not  find  the  one  sought  for  if  he  take  the  direction  ap- 
pended to  Lawrence :  so  also,  for  Harison,  he 

should  not  seek  among  the  Harrison:  for  Neilson, 

he  should  not  look  for   Nelson.    The  peculiarities 

and  variations  of  spelling  names  are  numerous  :  e.  g  —

and  more  valuable  than  any  of  the  preceding  volumes. 
Let  the  public  bear  this  in  mind,  and  appreciate  it  ac- 
cordingly. 

The  sole  purpose  of  the  Directory  is  emphatically  to 
afford  information  ;  with  the  consideration  of  this  as  his 
rule,  the  Editor  will,  wherever  practicable,  insist  upon- 
inserting  in  full  the  given  names  of  all  persons  ;  in  most 
cases  this  practice  will  prove  indispensable  in  order  to 
discover  the  particular  individual  sought  for :  also,  he 
will  hereafter  decline  acceding  to  the  request  of  any  per- 
son to  expunge  the  whole  or  part  of  his  address.  The 
Editor  professes  to  exert  all  his  ability  and  capacity  to 
render  the  work  as  useful  and  as  perfect  as  is  practica- 
ble ;  the  public,  purchasers  and  pensioners,  place,  per- 
haps, unparalleled  reliance  on  his  integrity  upon  this 
point,  and  he  will  not  voluntarily  forfeit  his  title  to  their 
confidence. 

Henceforth  the  occupation,  profession,  or  trade  of  per- 
sons will  be  designated  by  the  use  of  the  most  brief  term 
possible :  the  Editor  performs  all  that  can  be  required  of 
him,  if  he  clearly  distinguishes  each  individual  j  a  de-

will  exhibit  to  the  eye  a  marked  distinction  :  thus,  Wash- 
ington for  the  street  commencing  at  the  Battery  ;  Wash- 
ing-place for  the  street  extending  from  Broadway  to  the 
Washington-square,  and  Wash-square  for  a  part  of  the 
street  which  was  properly  named  Sixth-street,  and  was 
so  called  until  the  name  was  changed  to  Waverley-place. 
If  the  public  regard  this  caution,  they  will,  in  part,  avoid 
a  perplexity  which  however  is  daily  increasing,  and 
which  is  likely  to  become  a  positive  evil,  if  such  yearn- 
ings tor  silly  distinction  be  indulged  by  a  people  who 
ought  to  rest  contented  with  the  positive  blessings  af- 
forded by  our  republican  institutions. 

Waverley-place  has  been  adopted  among  the  suitably 
named  streets,  and  is  printed  as  Waverley  street,  thus 
relieving  it  from  the  paltry  tag  of  the  word  place. 

The  Editor  notifies  the  public  that  it  has  become  ne- 
cessary to  confine  his  operations  within  the  line  of  Four- 
teenth-street ;  therefore,  the  Directory,  if  hereafter  pub. 
iished  by  him,  will  not  contain  the  names  of  persons 
residing  beyond  that  limit,  unless  handed  in  by  them- 
selves. 

The  price  of  the  book  has  not  been  advanced  this  year, 
under  the  confident  expectation  that  the  entire  edition 
will  be  disposed  of:  twenty-two  hundred  copies  have 
been  printed  for  sale,  being  about  five  hundred  more  than 
were  sold  last  year:  and  if  at  the  close  of  the  season 
nny  number  of  copies  remain  unsold,  the  Editor  will  feel 
himself  at  liberty  either  to  discontinue  the  work,  or  to 
publish  at  a  considerably  advanced  price.  In  the  year 
1824-5  the  number  cf  copies  sold  was  ten  hundred  and 
forty  ;  for  the  year  1823—1  the  number  of  copies  sold  was 
less  than  nine  hundred;  at  which  time  the  public  at 
large  entertained  the  opinion  that  the  number  of  copies 
sold  amounted  to  some  four  or  five  thousand.  The  num- 
ber sold  during  the  past  year  something  exceeds  seven- 
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teen  hundred ;  lo  effect  the  sale  of  even  this  number,  three 
persons  were  employed  to  traverse  the  entire  city. — 
Among  the  wealthy  inhabitants  who  have  partially  re- 
tired from  business,  the  Editor  numbers  only  some  three 
or  four  purchasers  ;  and,  perhaps,  nineteen  out  of  twenty

by  him. 

Circumstances  in  which  the  public  entertain  no  inter- 
est, and  over  which  they  possess  no  control,  may  decide 
the  Editor  to  discontinue  his  labours  in  the  publication 
cf  the  New- York  Directory  with  the  present  volume  ; 
he  has  served  the  public,  as  he  thinks,  faithfully  and  ho- 
nestly for  the  period  of  thirty  years  ;  the  slender  amount 
of  what  he  has  received  may  be  gathered  from  the  facta 
stated  above  in  relation  to  the  number  of  copies  sold: — 
and  he  remarks  here,  that  in  order  to  exhibit  evidence  of 
the  number  of  copies  which  may  be  sold  this  year,  he

REMARKS  ON  THE  VADE  MECTJM. 


Allen-street  was  formerly  Fourth-street.  The  name  was  changed  on 
"24th  March  1817,  in  honour  of  William  H.  Allen,  of  the  United  States* 
navy,  killed  on  board  the  Argus,  in  the  engagement  with  the  British 
sloop  of  war,  Pelican,  August  14,  1813. 

Ann-street  was  improved  and  v/ioened  10  Nassau-street,  in  the  year 

1830,  and  thence  to  William  in  1833. 

Augustus- street. — The  name  of  this  street  has  been  changed  to  City 
Hall  Place. 

Asylum-street  was  opened  from  Cornelia  to  Christopher  in  the  year 

1831.  The  name  of  Asylum  from  Avenue  6th  to  Avenue  8th  was 
changed  to  Fourth-street,  1833-4. 

Barrack^  lower,  on  the  Battery,  near  to  State-street,  and  south  ot 
Whitehall-street. 

Barrack,  upper,  Chamber  south  side,  between  Broadway  and  Cross-st. 

Barroxc-strett.  The  name  of  that  part  leading  from  Macdougal  to 
about  where  it  now  crosses  Asylum,  there  continued  in  what  was  then 
called  Reason-street,  was  changed  from  Fifth-street,  January  26,  1629, 
but  Asylum  was  not  at  that  time  opened  at  this  point.  Reason-street 
formerly  led  from  Bedford  to  Fifth-street,  or  towards  the  6th  Avenue, 
and  was  named  Barrow,  September  8, 1828. 

Bayard-street. — That  part  east  of  the  Bowery  was,  previous  to  the 
year  about  1807,  called  Fisher-street. 

Beaver-street,  east  of  Broad-street,  was  called  Princes-street. 

Beekman- street. — Till  1823  this  street  led  only  to  Pearl-street,  when 
it  was  opened  to  Water-street,  and  met  a  continuation  of  what  was 
then  called  Crane  Wharf,  to  the  East  River.:  the  numbering  then  com- 
menced at  Pearl-street — previous  to  the  revolutionary  war  it  was  called 
Chapel-street. 

Bleecker-street. — The  part  from  Carmine  to  Bank  was  formerly  call- 
ed Herring :  the  name  was  changed  by  being  made  a  continuation  of 
Bleecker-street,  April  6th,  1829.  Carrol  Place  comprises  the  two 
blocks  fronting  on  this  street,  between  Laurens  and  Thompson  streets. 
Leroy  Place  comprises  the  two  blocks  fronting  this  street  between 
Mercer  and  Greene. 

Bridge,  between  Broad-street  and  Whitehall  was  Wynkoop-street. 

Broadway. — Formerly  the  upper  part  was  called  Great  George- 
stTeet. 

Broome- street. — This  street  is  a  trifle  short  of  two  miles  in  length  : 
the  part  east  of  the  Bowery  was  formerly  called  Bullock-street. 
Cedar-street  was  called  Little  Q.ueen -street. 

Centre- street. — That  part  leading  from  Pearl  to  Hester  was  formerly 
called  Collect-street,  and  the  part  from  Hester  to  the  termination  was 
then  also  called  Rynders-street,  and  the  whole  named  Centre-street. 
April  7,  1828. 

Chambers-street  was  opened  from  Chatham  to  Cross  about  the  year 
1825. 
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Chapcl-strccU  until  about  the  year  1830,  extended  through  what  fa 
now  called  College  Place  to  Barclay-street,  formerly  was  designated  at* 
Little  Chapel-street. 

College  Place  was  part  of  Chapel-street,  until  the  improvements  in 
the  year  1830. 

City  Hall  Place— name  changed  from  Augustus-street,  1834,  which 
see  for  the  present  numbering. 

Christie-street,  formerly  First-street.  The  name  was  changed 
March  24,  1827,  in  honor  of  Lieutenant  Colonel  John  Christie,  who 
died  on  the  frontier,  July  22,  1813. 

Clif-street  was  opened  and  extended  from  Ferry  in  the  year  1826, 
into  what  was  called  Skinner-street,  that  part  then  received  the  name 
of  Cliff,  August  27,  1827. 

Clinton-street. — The  name  of  that  part  from  North  of  Division  was 
changed  from  Arundel-street,  about  1828. 

Duane-street. — The  part  west  of  Broadway  to  Hudson-st.,  was  for- 
merly called  Barley,  and  the  part  east  of  Elm  was  called  Colden. 

East  Broadway — formerly  called  Harman-street,  was  widened  feet 
on  the  south-east  side,  and  name  changed  January  10,  1831. 

Eldridge -street^  formerly  Third-street — the  name  was  changed  on 
24th  of  March,  1817,  in  honour  of  Lieutenant  Eldridge,  who  was  toma- 
hawked in  Upper  Canada,  July  7,  1813. 

Elm,  from  Reade  to  the  Collect,  was  Little  Ann-street. 

Exchange  Place  was  formerly  called  Garden-street,  when  it  extend- 
ed only  from  Broadway  to  William-street.  On  the  erection  of  the 
Merchants'  Exchange  it  was  extended  to  Hanover-street,  and  on  Sep- 
tember 24,  1827,  from  thence  to  Broad  street  received  the  name  of  Ex- 
change Place,  which  name  was  finally  given  to  the  remainder  of  the 

street  to  Broadway  in  the  year  ,  which  last  part  was  commonly 

called  Verlettenbergh-hill. 

Fletcher- street  was  called,  from  Water-st.  to  river,  or  a  portion  of  it. 
Cooper-street. 

Exchange-street. — The  name  was  Slote  Lane  until  the  great  im- 
provement, when  the  name  was  changed  December  23,  1825. 

Fourth-street. — The  part  north- westwardly  of  Aven.  6th  was  called 
Asylum-street,  and  that  part  from  Avenue  Gth  to  Christopher  was 
opened  about  the  year  1831,  the  present  termination  of  this  street  was 
fixed  December  1833. 

Frartklin-strect  was  formerly  called  Sugarloaf-street,— that  part  west 
of  Chapel  was  called  Provost-street,  the  name  of  which  was  changed  in 
1833. 

Forsyth  street  was  called  Second-street  until  March  24,  1817,  when 
the  name  was  changed  in  memory  of  Lieutenant  Colonel  Forsyth,  who 
was  killed  in  Lower  Canada,  June  28,  1813. 

Fulton-street.— The  part  west  of  Broadway  was  formerly  called 
Partition-street, — the  part  from  Broadway  to  Cliff  was  called  Fair- 
street,  whence  in  the  year  — >—  it  was  opened  to  Pearl,  where  it  met 
what  was  then  called  Beekman-slip. 

Grand-street  is  nearly  one  mile  and  three  quarters  in  length.  At 
the  corner  of  Elizabeth-street  stood  Bayard's  Mount  (commonly  called 
Bunker's  Hill)  through  the  south  side  of  which  this  street  was  cut  in 
18034)  just  in  the  rear,  between  Centre  and  Crosby,  fronting  on 
Broome  street,  was  located  Vauxhall  Garden,  on  Bayard's  Farm.  At 
the  comer  of  Broadway  and  Grand  was  a  famous  mead  garden,  (known 
as  Davis'  garden)  on  an  elevation  of  at  least  40  feet  above  the  present 
level  of  Broadway. 
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GroveiStreet,  previous  to  May  4,  1829,  was  called  Burrows-street. 
Hanover-street. — This  street  was  made  about  the  year  1829  or  1830. 
Hamilton-street,  previous  to  May.  1827,  was  called  Cheapside. 
Hester-street. — The  part  east  of  the  Bowery  was  formerly  called 
Eagle-street. 

Houston-street. — The  name  of  that  part  east  of  the  Bowery  was 
changed  from  Notth-Stircet  on  the  25th  of  November  1833. 

Howard  street,  until  about  the  year  1825,  was  part  of  Hester-street. 

James  was  called  St.  James-street. 

Jersey-street,  for  a  time  was  called  Columbian  Alley. 

John-street,  lower  part,  east  of  William,  was  called  Golden-hill. 

Lafayette  Place  was  opened  through  Vauxhall  Garden  in  . 

Liberty-street  was  formerly  called  Grown-street. 

Lispenard-street  formerly  led  from  Chapel  towards  Broadway,  into 
which  it  was  extended  in  the  year  . 

Ludlow-street. — Name  was  changed  from  Sixth-street  on  March  24 
1817,  in  memory  of  Lieutenant  Ludlow,  of  the  United  States'  navy,  who 
was  killed  on  board  the  Chesapeake,  in  the  engagement  with  the  Bri- 
tish frigate  Shannon,  June  1,  1813. 

Lumber-street  was  called  Lambert-street. 

Madison-street. — The  name  was  changed  from  Bancker-street  in 
1826.  Formerly  that  part  between  Catharine  and  Montgomery  wtes 
called  Berilow-strect,  from  Montgomery  to  Grand  was  High-street. 

Maiden-lane. — The  part  east  of  Pearl-street  was  formerly  the  loca- 
tion of  the  Fly  Market,  the  market  so  called  extending  from  Pearl  to 
the  East  River,  was  removed  in  1823. 

Market- street. — Name  was  changed  from  East  George-street  in  the 
year  . 

Marketfieldsireet  formerly  extended  to  the  North  River,  but  that  part 
west  of  Broadway  was  named  Battery  Place,  1830. 
Mill-street,  formerly  called  Jew's-alley. 

Morris-street,  previous  to  April  6,  1829,  was  called  Beaver-lane. 

Morton-street. — The  part  of  this  street  between  Bleecker  and  Bedford 
was  changed  from  Arden-street,  June  15,  1829. 

Mott-street. — So  much  of  this  street  as  was  then  open  above  Bayard- 
street,  was  formerly  called  Winne-street,  and  up  to  Bayard  was  an- 
ciently Mott-street. 

Monroe-street,  formerly  Lombardy-street,  anciently  Lombard,  on  10th 
January  1831,  received  its  present  name — anciently,  from  Catharine  to 
Market,  was  Rutgers. 

Nassau,  above  Maiden-lane,  was  Kipp-street. 

Sorth-street  was  very  injudiciously  made  a  part  of  and  named 
Houstoti-street,  November  25,  1833,  and  the  numbering  improperly 
made  to  commence  at  the  East  River,  whereas,  it  ought  to  commence 
at  Hancock-street,  at  the  west  end;  and  subsequently  the  Common 
Council  rejected  the  petition  to  make  Hamersley  a  continuation  of 
Houston,  when,  if  any  change  were  made,  this  was  the  one  required, 
as  a  reference  to  the  map  will  exhibit :  while  North-street  ought  to  have 
remained  undisturbed. 

Oliver-street. — The  part  from  East  Broadway,  or  Chatham-street,  to 
Madison  (late  Bancker,)  was  formerly  called  Fayette-street, — the  name 
was  changed  some  short  time  previous  to  1826. 

Osw ego-market,  Broadway,  corner  of  Maiden-lane,  was  reduced  in 
size  in  1807,  and  finally  removed  June,  1811. 
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Park  Place  was  formerly  called  Robinson-street. 

Pearl-street. — That  part  between  Broadway  and  Chatham  was  call- 
ed Magazine-street.  Counting  from  above,  the  only  part  formerly  hav- 
ing the  name  of  Pearl  was  that  west  of  Broad-street,  from  Broad  to  Old 
Slip  was  Dock-street,  from  Old  Slip  to  Wall  was  Hanover-square,  from 
thence  to  Chatham  was  Great  Gtueen-street. 

Pike-street,  formerly  Charlotte-street, — the  name  was  changed  in  the 

year  ,  in  honor  of  General  Pike,  who  was  killed  in  Upper  Canada 

April  27, 1813. 

Pine-street  was  formerly  called  King-street. 

Platt-street  — This  street  was  brought  into  existence  by  individual 
enterprise,  in  the  year  1833  :  commences  and  leads  out  of  Fearl-st., 
No.  223,  and  extends  to  Gold-street. 

Provost-street  was  made  a  part  of  and  name  changed  to  Franklin- 
street  in  1833. 

Robinson-street  was  formerly  designated  Lower  Robinson-street. 
Rose  was  called  Prince-street. 

Sixth-street  led  from  Grove  until  about  the  year  1832,  when  it  was 
named'  Waverley  Place  from  Broadway  vnst. 

Spring-street,  west  of  Macdougal,  was  Brannon-street. 

Spruce-street  was  formerly  Little  George-street. 

Stone,  from  William  to  Broad,  was  called  Duke-street. 

Troy-street  was  called  Scott-street  for  some  time. 

Vandam- street  was  formerly  called  Budd-street. 

Walker-street. — That  part  from  Division  to  Centre  was  formerly 
called  Pump-street,  the  name  being  changed  January  26,  1829  ;  an- 
ciently that  part  of  Pump,  west  of  the  Bowery,  was  called  Nicholas 
street,  and  anciently,  vide  Hester. 

Waverley  Place  was  part  of  Sixth-street  until  about  the  year  1832, 
when  it  received  its  present  designation. 

William-street,  south  of  Maiden-lane,  was  called  Smith-street. 

William,  above  Frankfo  rt,  was  King  George-street. 
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'*  The  truth  should  not  at  all  times  be  spoken."

Showing  their  commencement,  progress,  and  termination,  with  the  numbers  of 
the  houses  at  each  corner,  enabling  a  person  to  ascertain  the  precise  location  of 
almost  every  house  in  the  city,  so  that  the  same  may  be  found  by  night  as  well 
as  by  day.  The  Table,  as  published  in  the  Directories  for  1S23-29  and  1830-31, 
having  obtained  much  approbation,  was  lastyearrevised  and  made  conformable 
to  the  new  numbering.  The  word  Right,  or  Left,  added  to  the  name  of  a  street, 
points  out  that  the  odd  numbering  is  on  the  left  or  the  right  hand  side  of  that 
street;  and  it  must  be  noted,  that,  at  the  commencement  of  a  street,  the  house 
on  the  corner  is  not  always  the  one  bearing  the  first  number,  which  is,  in 
some  cases,  affixed  on  the  house  next  to  the  corner ;  and  in  many  instances  the 
numbering  is  so  inaccurate,  as  to  render  it  difficult  to  ascertain  the  numbers 
that  should  be  attached  to  the  corner  houses.  The  letters  c.  m  p.b.  are  intended 
to  designate  that  at  such  corner  is  either  a  church,  a  market,  a  public  building, 
or  a  burial  ground. 

Most  persons  who  possess  the  Directory  have  perceived  and  appreciated  the 
great  convenience  and  utility  of  this  Table,  still,  by  many,  it  is  overlooked.  Its 
use  may  be  explained  by  supposing  you  desire  to  find  a  person  who,  by  the 
Directory,  you  perqeive  keeps  an  office  at  S9  South-street :  the  Vade  Mecum 
shows  S3  South-street  to  be  at  the  upper  corner  of  Burling-slip  ;  you 
are  consequently  instructed  that  the  person  sought  for  resides  one  door  above 
the  slip.  Again— wishing  to  find  a  person  who,  by  the  Directory,  you  perceive 
resides  at  143  Eldridge-street— turning  to  the  Vadc  Mecum  you  first  observe  that 
the  odd  numbers  in  Eldridge-street  are  on  the  left  side  of  the  street,  then  that 
the  house  on  the  corner  of  Rivington-street  is  No.  145,  you  are  therefore  in- 
structed that  the  person  to  be  found  resides  in  the  second  house  south  of  Riv- 
ington-street, on  the  left  hand  side  of  the  street  going  from  Division  street. 

The  Editor  last  year  commenced  the  groundwork  for  a  record  of  the  ancient  names 
of  streets,  with  the  dates  of  changes,  and  requested  the  communication  of  in- 
formation upon  these  points.  Having  received  none  at  all,  he  of  course  makes 
no  public  tender  of  acknowledgment  on  the  matter,  and  defers  publishing 
any  continuation  of  the  same  until

The  City  is  divided  into    Five  Districts,  which  are 
pointed  out  by  the  bell  as  fol  lows  : 
1st  district — one  stroke  of    the  bell. 
2d  district — two  strokes  o  f  the  bell. 
3d  district — three    do.  do. 
4th  district — four    do.  do. 
5th  district~-a  continual  r  inging. 

The  First  District  is  comr  irehended  by  a  line  from  the 
foot  of  Murray-street  to  the  (  Jity-Hall,  and  in  a  line  from 
the  N.  W.  corner  of  the  City-Hall,  parallel  with  the 
North  River  to  Twenty-firs  t-street. 

The  Second  District  is  be  rjnded  by  the  latter  line,  and 
a  straight  line  from  the  Citj  -Hall  to  Avenue  3d  at  Twen- 
ty-first-street. 

The  Third  District  is  bounded  by  the  latter,  and  a 
line  from  the  City-Hall  to  the  East  River  above  the  Dry 
Dock. 

The  Fourth  District  is  b«  Dunded  by  the  latter,  and  com- 
prehends all  the  space  bet  ween  that  and  the  East  River, 
as  far  down  as  Frankfort-  st  reet. 

The  Fifth  District  is  all  that  part  of  the  city  below 
Frankfort  and  Murray-streets.
